New Commission For 
Milroy 
and 
Moscow Extremely Doubtful With 
Opening of Fall Term Near 


MILROY SCHOOL CONDEMNED 


Transfers May 
be Necessary 
To 
Relieve Congestion—Talk of New 
Building in Orange Township 


School patrons of two townships, 
Orange and Anderson, are consid­ 
erably agitated over circumstances 
relating to the tact that 
commis­ 
sions for the schools at Milroy and 
Moscow are extremely doubtful, and 
with the school opening only a few 
weeks off, no apparent effort 
has 
been 
made 
to 
meet 
require­ 
ments necessary for a commission. 
Of the two townships, the situa­ 
tion in Milroy is regarded by state 
officials as the most complicated, in 
view of the fact that other depart­ 
ments in addition to the state de­ 
partment of education, are showing 
their authority, and have condemned 
a frame building used to house pri­ 
mary grades. * 
The commission 
of the Moscow 
school, which is granted from year 
to year, expired June 30, it was sta­ 
ted today. This commission is only 
extended following the annual 
in­ 
spection, and this fall certain re­ 
quirements must be met or the pu­ 
pils attending the school will not re­ 
ceive diplomas from a commissioned 
school when they graduate. 
The pupils at 
both Milroy 
and 
Moscow are in “ hot w ater” as to 
what course to take 
when 
school 
opens. Those entering school at Mos 
cow this fall will not know whether 
the school will receive its commis­ 
sion, until after the state inspection 
is yiade, and word from the state 
department today was to the effect 
that it was practically assured that 
Milroy pupils 
would 
have 
to he 
transferred elsewhere in order 
to 
relieve the congestion 
and 
over­ 
crowded conditions which will 
be 
brought about due to the condemna­ 
tion of the frame building. 
A township fight looms at Mos­ 
cow, it is rumored in that township, 
between school patrons of the north 
section and those of the south sec­ 
tion. There have been some reports 
that the trusee, Ed 
Gahimer, 
has 
considered the 
building 
of a new 
school for the township, 
and 
has 
made indefinite plans to seek a new 
location, some two miles northwest 
of Moscow, and more in the center 
of the township. 
Moscow people and those living 
south of Moscow, are not impressed 
with the proposal.

The executive committee, 
com­ 
posed of W. C. Bridgeman, Baron 
Saito and Hugh S. Gibson, adjourn­ 
ed having accomplished no 
more 
than to fix Monday as the time for 
a plenary session. At this meeting, 
the delegates will make final state­ 
ments of their government’s views.

Stop! It is a word that is 
seen 
along the roadside, that glares 
on 
the cross of a railroad 
crossing 
signal, that is painted in red 
on 
hoards along the traveled 
highway, 
that is flashed in enormous red let­ 
ters from signal posts on all lines 
of transportation. It is a word that 
means danger, a word that demands 
attention, a word piat may mean 
death if disobeyed. 
It is the 
by­ 
word of the motorist—and yet ft is 
useless to the man who 
has 
ears 
and does not hear and has eyes and 
does not see. 
The essence of safety 
in 
motor 
traffic throughout the United States 
is in 
t word “ stop” and all 
of 
its relatives, “ Slow Down, Danger, 
Left Turn and Right Turn.” 
The 
government finds its way of 
pro­ 
tecting the driving public by 
the 
use of signs of all 
description for 
the driver.. However, every 
week­ 
end the large news gathering agen­ 
cies of the country are kept 
busy 
compiling the number of automobile 
accidents that occur, running injur­ 
ies and deaths up into the hundreds. 
The law requires various arm sig­ 
nals for the protection of those in 
automobiles, upon whom is 
placed 
to somé extent the 
obligation 
of 
protecting the first great law 
of 
man—preservation of the race.” The 
law has given the driver thé most 
natural way to warn others of his 
intentions—to signify 
danger—to 
intensify the stop, look and listen 
method for protection.

tem. To stop or slow up the motor­ 
ist should exfend the left arm from 
his window in a 
horizontal 
posi­ 
tion. When turning to the left 
the 
arm should be extended and pointed 
downward, and if to the right the 
arm should be extended with 
the 
forearm raised perpendicularly and 
at right angles to the main 
arm. 
Other signals have been given 
by 
the state department on motor driv­ 
ing which enable drivers to protect 
themselves and those in their cars, 
but thev are similar to the 
ones 
given above. 
The importance of these signals is 
not manifested in the fact that th? 
law has gone to the trouble of work­ 
ing out such a sceme, but 
in 
the 
fact that every motorist should 
be 
well acquainted with them. The law 
stresses the fact that not a few nor 
even half of the 
drivers 
should 
know them, but all who are allowed 
to drive should use the signals. It is 
a moral obligation to society 
that 
the driver has when he enters an au­ 
tomobile for a drive. In the hands 
of the driver is the ability to kill 
or injure.

er. These figures inalude 13 births 
inside the city of Rushville and 18 
in the townships; the deaths includ­ 
ed 11 within the city and 15 in the 
townships^ 
Contagious diseases almost 
di­ 
minished during Junp, with 
only 
one case of ^contagion in the town­ 
ships and three inside the city. In 
the townships the lone disease was 
scarlet fever, and in Rushville city 
there was one case each of small­ 
pox, _scarlet fever and lobar pneu­ 
monia.

TREND OF LIVE 
STOCK MARKETS 
Week’s Review by Producers 
Commission Association, 
Indianapolis 


Cattle 
The first week in July has brought 
more 
encouragement 
to the 
live 
stock producer than any one week 
of the season. Cattle prices have es­ 
tablished a new high 
point; 
hogs 
have gone up; sheep and lamb pri­ 
ces have reacted upward, and veal 
calves are 
at 
the 
highest 
point 
since Easter. 
Locally, receipts of steers 
have 
been heavy 
but 
general 
receipts 
have been lighter than 
hast 
week. 
Official reports for 
A^rch, 
April 
and May 1927 show a decrease in 
cattle receipts on the seven principal 
markets of 134,000 from 
the same 
period 1926, and 
June 
of 
192« 
shows a decrease of 125,000 
from 
June of 1926. Average weights have 
also been lighter, making this sea­ 
son’s supply of beef materially un­ 
der last year. At that, many feed­ 
ers have marketed their cattle ahead 
of schedule, indicating a continued 
scarcity probable as the season d e­ 
velops. 
All classes of good 
cattle 
have 
moved up this week. Steers gained 
15c to 25c per cwt. 
and 
butcher 
cattle moved up 25c to 50c per cw t; 
cows showing 
the 
most 
advance. 
Stocker and feeder cattle 
are still 
very scarce on all markets with a 
very limited demand. 


The quality of lambs 
locally 
has 
been above the average this season. 


Hogs 
There were approximately 
343,- 
000 hogs marketed at eleven large 
market centers 
during 
the 
three 
market days of the calendar week. 
This in contrast with 463,000 the 
first four days of the 
week 
and 
381,000 in a comparable period_ 
a 
year ago. This decrease in supplies 
served to strengthen the trade, es­ 
pecially on light weight hogs and fin­ 
ished kinds weighing 220 lbs. down. 
Hogs have gained ^trom 30c to 35c 
per cwt. for the week. Prices are 
now the best since May. The heavy- 
hog 
market 
continues 
the 
most 
sluggish. Prices range from $8.75 to 
$9.90 locally. 
The United States Pig Survey of 
June 1st shows a 3 per cent increase 
in number of sows farrowing and 3.5 
per cent increase in number of pigs 
saved for the United States. The in­ 
crease outside the corn belt has been 
more pronounced than that within, 
the most significant increase being 
in the Southern States. 


Calves 
The veal calf market has 
shown 
the most activity 
of the 
season, 
moving up to $15.00 for best calves, 
this being the high point since E as­ 
ter. The hot weather discrimination 
against heavy calves continues.

Maitland were admirably timed

gress adopted basic legislation gov­ 
erning naval and military air 
con­ 
struction and the program for ci­ 
vilian air development. 
This legislation

investigation 
and debate, 
frequently embittered, 
as to the proper course of 
proce­ 
dure. The machinery for its fulfill­ 
ment was barely in good working 
order when Lindbergh hopped 
to 
Paris. The tremendous wave of pub­ 
lic interest in aviation which 
fol­ 
lowed has given a boost to all plans 
fop aerial exploitation. It will as­ 
sure not only full official 
support 
for civilian airways, but also 
ade­ 
quate congressional appropriations 
for the fulfillment of the army and 
navy five-year programs which 
al­ 
ready have been authorized 
and 
started toward Completion. 
Feverish 
enthusiasm 
has 
suc­ 
ceeded the 
conservative 
attitude 
which previously prevailed concern­ 
ing aviation at Washington, 
and 
experts say that flying has received 
the greatest boost in history. \ ar-

ions 
semi-official 
organizations, 
such as the United States Chamber 
of Commerce and National

nautical Association are collabora­ 
ting to see 
that the 
enthusiasm 
leads to concrete achievements, ex­

Farm Prices Advance 
Tlie general level of farm prices 
advanced four points in June, from 
120 to 130, the 
largest 
advance 
made in a 
single 
month 
since 
March, 1925, according to the fed­ 
eral bureau of agricultural econom­ 
ics. The increase was caused by an 
advance of 13 points in the grains’ 
index, 43 point * in the fruits and 
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vegetables’ index and 6 
point-s 
in 
the cotton and cottonseed index. 
The increases in farm prices are 
attributed largely to adverse 
wea­ 
ther conditions this 
spring. 
The 
Mississippi flood 
affected 
cotton 
prices and some of the other farm 
producís. 
Corn again 
advanced 
sharply 
breaking all records back to 1909 
for gains of June over May. 
The 
increase amounts to about 18 
per 
cent over the previous month and 
is about 23 percent above the 1910- 
14 average for the month and 
ap­ 
proximately the same degree above 
June 192(5. The rise in 
the price of 
corn is attributed to 
unfavorable 
weather and late 
plantings. 
The 
corn market has been highly sensi­ 
tive to weather reports. 
Wheat prices advanced ip 
all 
sections of the country. The United 
States average price was 
approxi­ 
mately (5 percent above last month. 
Bad weather and prospects of 
a 
smaller crop seem to have 
been 
the dominant factors in the 
price 
increase in the month. 
The price 
movement this year is more compar­ 
able to 1925 when the gain amount­ 
ed to 7 cents in the month.

UNCERTAIN FUTURE

contend th at the Moscow school can 
be used by haying it enlarged 
to 
meet 
requirement^ 
set 
out 
by 
the state departm ent, and they also 
contend that it would be a waste or 
money to abandon this building and 
ere*-t a new one. 
The requirements of the state 
departm ent in order that the com­ 
mission be 
extended 
for 
the ap­ 
proaching school term, are set 
out 
briefly as follows: Better and im­ 
proved ventilation and lighting sys­ 
tem, more adequate room for t lass 
os, improved assembly facilities, it 
organization of the school library, 
additional laboratory facilities and 
equipment, 
room 
for 
vocational 
classes, modern toilet facilities, and 


se v e ra l other items. 
It has been declared th at no effort 
has been made along any 
of these 
lines to make the required improve­ 
ments. The lighting system is re­ 
garded as poor, because pupils sit in 
their own light, and also 
face 
a 
glare of light. 
The toilet 
facilities 
are not connected with running w a­ 
ter, and are of the old type, 
which 
require the vaults to be burned out. 
The state 
requirements 
set 
out 
that the wall$> 
of the 
vaults 
are 
- cracked and open, 
and 
need 
im­ 


p r o v e m e n t . The school is overcrowd­ 
ed and more space is required be­ 
fore a commission can be granted. 
The inspection of the schools over 
the state does not begin until after 
October lirst, so that the puplis at 
Moscow will not know until sometime 
after sch o o l convenes 
whether 
a 
co m m issio n will be granted, and 
it 
is stated that under such conditions, 
it is highly probable that no com­ 
mission will be granted 
when 
the 
inspection is made during the school 
year. 
A w ater fight has been termed by 
many people of the community 
as 
responsible for 
the 
agitation 
to 
move the school site from Moscow. 
For sometime opposition 
has been 
made concerning the present loca­ 
tion, and it is said that the present 
officers of the county obtained many 
votes for their 
attitude

in 
the school project. 
It is declared by many school pat- 
\r°n s that the drinking water at the 
Moscow school is not good. On one 
side of the school, on a hillsidev is 
located a cemetery, and on the other 
side is a river, and with the school

drinking w ater is drainage 
water 
from the two places. The chemical 
analysis of this water 
has 
never 
been made, it was declared. 
It is said that those fam iliar with 
Mr. Gahimer are confident that he

building a modern school plant for 
the township. For some time there 
has been agitation 
for 
a modern 
school building, with vocational and 
physical

Pacific Hop “Just A 
” To

Los Angeles July 9—Flying alone 
across the Pacific from Honolulu to j 
San Francisco 
a dangerous, nerve 
trying stunt. But to Richard Grace 
it would be only the latest in a long 
succession of hazardous enterpris­ 
es. He has risked his neck so often 
in fact, he broke it once— that a 
mere 2000-mile flight over the ocean 
couldn’t daunt him. 
Grace is 29. Ever since he was 
16 he; has earned his living by risk­ 
ing his life. 1 or 10 years lie 
has 
practically lived in the air. He has 
been a “ stunt-flverl 
of

reckless variety. 
In 1915, while making 
a forced 
landing, Grace learned that he could 
put a gliding plane on the 
ground

for whom too risky a job could not 
be found. He would, literally,

He crashed a plane from a 
height of 2000 feet—and broke his 
neck.

Law Requires Variant Arm Signals 


For Protection of those hi Au- 
tomobiles And Motorists are Ex- 


> peeled to Use Them. "The Other 


Fellow" is Always Blamed 


Stop!.It is a word that is seen 


along the roadside, that glares on 
the cross of a railroad 
crossing 


signal, that is painted in red. on 
boards along the traveled highway, 
that is flashed in enormous red let- 
ters from' signal posts on .all lines 
of transportation. It is a word'that 
means danger,, a word that demands 
attention, -a word {hat may mean 
death if disobeyed. 
It is the by- 


word of the motorist—and yet R is 
useless to the man who has ears 
and does not hear and has eyes and 
does not see. 


The essenc£ of safety in motor 


traffic throughout the United States 
is iD:v..'t word "stop" and all of 
its relatives, "Slow Down, Danger, 
Left Turn and Right Turn." 
The 


government finds its way of 
pro- 


tecting the driving' public by 
the 


use of signs of all description for 
the driver.. However, every 
week- 


end the large news gathering agen- 
cies of the country are kept busy 
compiling the number of automobile 
accidents that occur, running injur- 
ies and deaths up into the hundrei 


The law requires various arm sig- 


nals for the protection of those in 
automobiles, upon whom is placed 
to some extent the 
obligation of 


protecting the first great law 
of 


man—preservation of the race.'The 
law has given the driver the most 
natural way to warn others of his 
ntentions—to signify 
danger—to 


intensify the stop, look and listen 
method for protection.

fact that every motorist should be 
well acquainted with them.

know them, but all who are allowed 
to drive should use the signals. It is 
a moral obligation to society 
that 


the driver has when he enters an au- 
tomobile for a drive. In the hands 
of the driver is the ability to Jtill 
or injure.

mere 2000-mile flight over the ocean 
couldjj't daunt him. 


Grace is 29. Ever since he was 


16 he, has earned his living by risk- 
ing his life.
